Spanish Cabinet met at 5 o'clock and was in session 
several hours, but the meeting ended without an an- 
nouncement that the Cuban armistice proclamation would 
be issued today.

eral Woodford, late last night. 


It is 'still hoped here, now that McKinley's message 


to Congress has been postponed, that the original pro- 
gramme will be carried out. 


There appears to be much mystery connected with 


Rome which the Papal Nuncio and the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs placed before the Cabinet after the re- 
gular meeting had adjourned last night, asked what con- 
cessions would be made. 
The Cabinet, it is further

affirmed its former decisions already known to President 
M'Kinley.

The call was quite brief and at 12:20

and made an official visit. They were 
headed by Sir Julian Pauncefote, the 
British Ambassador, and dean of the 
corps.

Nothing 
like it has ever been known in the his- 
tory of the church. 
Less than two decades ago the prob- 


lem ot winning the students of Amer- 
ica to the church was unsolved and nn 
satisfactory solution was forthcoming 
until the College Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association was called into being; 
today the college branch of the asso- 
ciation is known throughout the world, 
In America and Canada alone 40.000 
students are engaged ir. the work; and 
5,000 young men representing different 
branches of the church have become In- 
fluenced to become clergymen and even 
a larger number of students have been 
led to dedicate their lives to foreign 
missions through the 'Influence of the 
association. 
The educational department work 
among German-speaking young men, 
work among' the Indians, work among 
the colored young men of the South, 
work among commercial travelers, and 
other branches have been largely aug- 
mented during the past few years. 
These facts might be multiplied lo- 


cally and otherwise, but the above !s/ 
sufficient to tell of the magnitude of the 
institution and of how wonderfully It 
has been provided for. 


Its usefulness and permanency have 


led men 
of means to give of their 
wealth for Its establishment and per- 
petuity. 


Monuments of stone and granite will 


perish; 'time will deface them; but he 
who builds himself in the lives of the 
young manhood of this age will live 
through time, and eternal ages will re- 
cord his deeds. In no age of the world 
have gifts to the association and kin- 
dred organizations and educational in- 
stitutions been so munificent as tocay. 


The young Men's Christian Associa- 


tion of Oakland has a large and suc- 
cessful work. It needs friends and help 
now In order to advance its future use- 
fulness as well-as to meet its present 
necessities. 
The trustees are hoping
